The amendments have been entered to overcome the claim objections. 

The applicant's arguments do not overcome the 103a rejection because the applicant has not properly invoked the 103c exclusion for the 
following two reasons: (1) seasonable presentation and (2) format. As to the seasonable presentation issue, 103a rejections were made 
in the non-final action mailed 1 1/29/04. In the remarks filed 3/3/05, the applicant made no indication that the application was commonly 
assigned at the time of filing or that 1 03c was appropriate. Rather, the applicant argued that the 1 03a rejections in view of Van Home, 
Sheresh, and Hasenstein should be dropped in light of the art not teaching the claimed limitations (see Remarks pages 8-12). There was 
no indication that rule 103c was appropriate or intended to be used when the examiner wrote the final rejection.
